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Over $100,000 of new equipment coming to Didsbury hospital 

Rosebud Health Foundation approved to purchase four new pieces

The Rosebud Health Foundation has 
recently been ap proved for the purchase 
of four new pieces of medicul i*quipment 
for the Didsbury hospital, following a 
meeting on December 20. 

Tin* four pieces of equipment are a 
gauge to measure high pressure, a blood 
gas analyzer, motorized parallel liars and 
a real-time, mobile X-ray machine 

Tlie mobile X-ray machine is the larg«*st 
<*quipment piece of the bundle, with an 
<>stimated cost of $80,000 anti a three 
month delivery period. 

'Die machine will allow medical stafT to 
see broken, dislocated and fractured 
Ih> nt*s in real tune, making it easier and 
faster to fix injuries, as well as making 
sun* that the bone is set correctly tlie first 
time. 

Tlie motonztsl parallel bars have an 
t*slmiated cost of $10,1)00 and will be 
instalksl in the physiotherapy room. Tlie 


high pn*ssun* gauge und blood-gas analyz¬ 
er are the leas expensive of the four items, 
with the first costing over $10,000 and the 
second sitting closer to $4,000. 

The total cost of the four purchases is 
an estimated $120,600. Funds for the 
«s|uipnient have aln*ady been collected 
and reserved by the foundation in prepa- 
ration for the approved purchases, 
ucconling to Rosebud Health Foundation 
Chairman Clem Kuelker 
“We an* always glad when we can Ik* of 
help, and these an* certainly not the first 
pieces we've purcliawd over the years," 
said Kuelker “We’ve purchased may In* 15 
or 16 new pH*ces over the years, and its 
still an ongoing process " 

The new (s|uipment will In* following 
the Rosebud Health Foundation's other 
recent hospital project. The "C»<hm 1 
Room", named after longtime Rosebud 
volunteer Verne (hnnI. was fimslMsI Iteing 
refurbished roughly six weeks ago und is 
open for hospital patients' use 
Tlie nMini is a new. fn*sh sitting mid 
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lounge an*a. when* |M*ople can sit and 
relax, watch TV and move. Tin* nsim 
came to In* following Hoods selling of his 
local law practice some time ago. Funds 
collected from tin* sale wen* donated 
lowunls the lounge r<M>m refurbishing. 

The Rosebud Health Foundation had 
aLso only recently install<*d new, ii|Nlati*d 
«s|uipiiM*nt in tin* hospital's physiotherapy 
room as well 

These kinds of items an* required to 


keep our facility up to a certain standard." 
said Kuelker 

Kuelker adtksl that mi up-to-par tiled 
ical facility allows mon* medical staff to 
work and want to continue working in a 
small community sidling such as 
Didsbury 

“Retention of medical staff is int|Mirtant 
to small communities." said Kuelker 

With the exception of the X-ray- 
machine. which may take thns* months or 
longer to In* delivered after its purchase, 
and medical staff trained to use it, the 
other new items may In* available to the 
hospital within six to eight weeks 

The Rosebud Health Foundation is a 
volunteer organization established in 
lRJHi to allow the general public to have 
mi avenue to provide bequests mid finan¬ 
cial support to all facilities under the 
Didsbury District lb*alth Services area. 
Since its stan. the Rosebud Health 
Foundation has donated over $400,000 of 
«H|tiipmen! and other aids to the hospital 
and other facilities.

The n|M>niiin# room at the < Nth 
Hospital and Can* Centre 
(OHCC) will now Ih* open five 
days a w»*ek for surgiral day pro- 
rrdun’S, instead of two and a half 
days 

"As a n*sull of Allierta Health 
Servirm wanting to deerpaae sur- 
giral wail lists and improve 
arrant, there was mi opportunity 
to do a surreal expansion proj- 
ert, which in in partnership 
betwrrn Red Deer. Innisfail ami 
Olds," said Colh*n Simon. OHCC 
site leader 

“We have had a ... very well* 
isitahlished o|H*mting room pro¬ 
gram at Olds Hospital for alxuit 
20 years, w ith very modem equip- 
ment mid very high standards of 
care Because of that, it was easy 
for Alberta Health Services to 
choose < >lda to increase surgical 
services.* 

Tire surgery expansion project 
comes from a $lt> 7-million 
provincial government plan to 
increase the number of lugh-pn- 
ority surgeries by 5,000 in 
Alberta. 

"We want to Increase our surgi¬ 
cal cases by 063,* said Simon. 

"The goal for 2012 is a total of 
1,010 cases That is approximate 
ly seven rases per operating day " 

Before the day surgery expan¬ 
sion project, OHCC would do 
uttoul SOU surgical procedure a 
year 

OIU’C will share its operating 
room with Red Deer surgeons, 
who will use it two days out of 
the w e ek to perform genera) sur¬ 
gery, such as laparoscopic chole¬ 
cystectomies, hernias and vari¬ 
cose vein ligations, mid orthope¬ 
dic surgeries, such as arihro 
scopics of knees, small foot pro¬ 
cedures, and ganglion 
removal. 

Dr. Sinclair Cox, OHCC general 
surgeon will use the remaining 
operating room days to perform 
mqjor and minor surgeri<*s. 


‘Before the announcement in 
September. I would do surgeries 
three mornings a week as far as 
major surgeries are concerned, 
mid I would do four or five cases 
every morning.* he 
explained. 

"In addition to that, I would do 
what I would call minor surger 
ies. like carpal tunnels " 

Cox gets car|wJ tunnel surgery 
patients from Calgary, Airdrie, 
Innisfail. Red Deer and the local 
area 

“We are inundated with 
rei|uests with carpal tunnels,* he 
said 

‘For example. I did 19 eases on 
Dec 19." 

A general practitioner will also 
use some of the operating room 
time to perform caesarean s<*c 
lions, tonsillectomies mul other 
minor procedures 
Thanks to the increase, OHCC 
was able to open up eight previ¬ 
ously closed beds in the west 
wing, which has now become the 
surgical unit. 

"In addition to that, we have 
received hundreds of thousands 
of dollars of new equipment in 
our medical device reprocessing 
area." said Simon. 

“We own a lot of new. siate-of- 
theart sterilization and ultra¬ 
sound (H)iiipment so that we an* 
aide to properly mul safely steril¬ 
ize* the exfuwded volume of surgi 
cal Instruments that we have.* 
Mean while, the ophthalmology 
surgery program (excluding gen¬ 
era! an<*sth«*sia mid fiediatric pro 
cedures) will move from R«*d 
Deer Regional Hospital Centre to 
Innisfail Hospital and Care 
Centre.

All In muh Premier Alison 
Kislfonl continues to hold a 
larj{e lead over her opposition 
party rivals, at least according 
to recent polls, it would Ire a 
mistake for the new Alherta 
leader to assmne slie has a 
fr»s» hand to radically modify 
the province's public health¬ 
care system at this point 
While Redford certainly 
does have the hacking of the 
Alberta Progressive 

Conservative Party, as evi¬ 
denced by her recent leadership win, she does not 
yet have a new mandate from Allierta voters. 

.And until that happens. Redford should hold 
back any plaits site may or may not have to intro¬ 
duce nuyor health-care reforms until the next 
provincial election campaign has run its course 

The ever-contentious issue of public versus 
|irivate health care recently raised its head again 
when federal Conservative finance minister ,lim 
Flaherty announced a new formula for federal 
health transfers to the provinces. 

In an announcement that caused an immediate 
stir among premiers from coast to coast. Flaherty 
said in four years' time federal transfer payments 
to the provinces will be tied to Gross Domestic 
Product. According to some observers, that new 
system could translate into markedly reduced 
cash flow into Alberta to pay for hosjiitals and 
other health-care services. 

Premiers from Saskatchewan, Nova Scotia, 
Manitoba, P.E.I., Newfoundland, Ontario and 
Quebec all questioned the Flaherty plan. 

"It will essentially divide the country into 
wealthier provinces that have a better ability to 
provide health care and those with lesser ability 
to be able to provide the same services,” Nova 
Scotia Premier Darrell Dexter reportedly said. 

Alljerta Premier Redford, on the other hand, 
re|>ortedly said her government is w illing to coop¬ 
erate with the federal government to make the 
new plan work. 

In response, Liberal opposition leader Rjjj 
Sbennan says he lH*lievi>s Redford's positive reac¬ 
tion to the Flaherty phut points to hidden plans to 
privatized health care in Alberta 

”()ur premier is silent, which suggests to me that 
she and her old Iniys' club cabinet are |>erfoelly 
happy to see health transfers trimmed, because it 
suits their backroom agenda to privatize public 
health care," said Sherman. 

Anyone who has followed Alberta jsilitics in 
recent years knows very well that the opposition 
parties have played the “privatization of health 
can*" canl many times, all with little or no impact 
at the (tolls. 

Yet this time around, Premier Redford would be 
on dangemus political gntund if site uses the 
announcement of the Flaherty plan as an excuse 
to move ahead with major health-care reforms 
befon* first garnering a new and clear mandate 
front Allterta voters

What’s ahead for Alberta’s economy

What lies in store* for Alberta in 

2012 ? 

Although the province did seem 
somewhat immune from the global 
softness in 2011, the fate of the 
provinces economy in the coming 
year still de(>ends on what hap|N>ns 
elsewhere. 

The U S. economy could In* hob¬ 
bled in 2012 hy its ongoing problems 
in the lulniiir and housing markets 
Sure, the unemployment rate did fall 
encouragingly below nine per cent, 
but l lull was driven more by discour¬ 
aged workers dropping out of the job 
hunt, rather limn new Jobs being cre¬ 
ated. Not much of a ringing entkirse 
ment of lalHHir market strength. 

The housing market remains mired 
in the mud with prices, starts, and 
suit's all flat. Political rhetoric was 
had enough ill 2011 with the debt 
ceiling talks, hut it could intensify in 
2012 leatling up to November's presi¬ 
dential election. All of these factors 
combined |M>int to slow economic 
growth at beat for America. 

Kuro|N' will continue to dominate 
glottal headlines as any resolution to 
government debt problems - |>erha|>s 
with a tighter fiscal union across the 
continent - will take time to imple¬ 
ment The emerging economies of 
('hiiui mid India will remain at the 
top of the global growth totem |tole, 
alls'it at u slower |>ace. 

All of this puls the Caiutdian econ¬ 
omy (ami to a certain extent, 
Allierta s economy) at risk. As a very 
trade dc|N‘ndant nation, we remain 
captive to the economic state of our 
glotial trade partnem - particularly 
the I tailed States. With their econo¬ 
my stuck in neutral, it may he a tough 
slog for Canadian exporters 

So what is the economic script for 
Alttertu in 2012? 


The situation in this province will 
remain highly unique With relatively 
less ex|Hisure to consumer-orientetI 
manufacturing than Central Canada, 
ami with oil and agricultural compos¬ 
ing the vast majority of our exports, 
Alberta’s economic vulnerability is 
on the commodity side. And while we 
export very little oil or grain to 
China, that country's fortunes in 2012 
could be the luake-or-hreak fo j 
Alherta If China's economy starts to 
show serious signs of slowdown (or 
worse, recession), oil and oilier com¬ 
modity pnccs are likely to plunge, 
leaving Allierta in trouble. 

The plausible scenario in 2012 
looks like this: the American econo¬ 
my will In* soft, hut not in recession; 
Europe will enter a credit-crunch led 
recession hut the fallout will In* felt 
less severely on this side of the 
Atlantic. China and India will see 
some moderation in growth, hut 
won't touch recession. 

Commodity prices - particularly 
crude oil - should remain solid Oil 
will continue to trade in the range of 
ICS80-100 per barrel, which will 
leave AlU'ita's economy in very gtMNl 
shape. 

A plausible (hut not impossible) 
scenario sees extreme financial tur¬ 
moil in Europe, leading to the col- 
lapse of its currency anti lumking sys¬ 
tem This would he enough to drug 
tin* U.S. into a credit -crunch reces¬ 
sion And if Europe anti the U.S. are 
both in deep contraction, Chuia will 
get dragged down too. Crude oil 
would gel pushed to $l T S00 or lower 

And what that scenario would do 
to AllNTta is ttMi unpleasant to |n ai¬ 
der this close to ( hnstmas!

('timing hot tin the heels of the 
worst global economic downturn in 
our generation, 2011 was supposed 
to he a year of relative calm anti sta¬ 
bility for the world. 

It turns out that it didn't follow the 
script! The debt ceiling crisis in the 
l tailed Stall's, financial turmoil in 
Etirti|N*, and even worries in Asia's 
emerging economies punctuated the 
economic headlines around the 
world in 2011 Hardly a year of rela¬ 
tive calm 

AlU'ila tin the other hand, bucked 
the glotial trends with an economy 
lluit actually picked up steam over 
the year. The provincial latNiur mar¬ 
ket added approximately |(N).(NM) 
new jobs (♦4.8 per cent) - all of them 
full-time and in the private sector. 
Other indicators such as retail sales 
and manufacturing |Niintcd towards 
an economy definitely on the mend 
from the downturn in 2008-00 

The primary factor driving the 
recovery was without question crude 
oil With prices ending the year near 
ICSIOO per barrel, the province's 
energy sector is in very g<MMl sha|N* 
Activity in conventional drilling and 
the oilsaiuts led Ihe char Hr (while 
natural gas prices remained weak). A 
very strong year for agriculture 
udded to the overall optimLsm in 

mi 

Of course, a lug economic news¬ 
maker in 2011 was the delay of the 
Keystone XL pi|N‘linc. Sidelined in 
Ihe IJ.S. for political reasons, the 
delay d<N*s put AllN'ria in a new and 
interesting situation What lh signifi 
cant about this event is that it Itcrulds 
the lN*ginmng of a new era in which 
building pqN'Iines is now much more 
difficult This p<ises a new level of
